When using electrolytics like this, there are two things to consider: NOT 
applying reverse voltage AT ALL to the caps, and the half volt drop you're 
going to get from the diodes. I would never connect them w/o the diodes, 
and would prefer not to do this at all-but non-polarized caps can be hard 
to find on Sunday afternoon. The way the schematic I read earlier seemed to 


read, I think the electrolytics just didn't want to blow up at 26 VAC... 
but strange stuff sometimes works despite what we think we know. 


They should be connected as follows: to make one AC cap from two DC caps, 
reverse them so that left to right the plus of one and the minus of the 
other could be connected. Connect that pair of wires. At the other end, for 
the cap with a plus wire, connect the cathode of a diode and nothing else. 
For the cap with the minus wire, connect the anode of a diode and nothing 
else. Insulate these separately. Now join the two diode ends and you have 
an AC capacitor with approximately 1/2 volt drop in both directions. Use at 
least 1N4004s. Any other connection puts reverse voltages on the caps, and 
there's no way that's good for the caps. If you'll watch the surplus 
flyers, they often have non-polarized caps for nothing much at all... buy 
some and sit ‘em on the shelf somewhere. 


By the way, I wouldn't use tantalum caps for this, even though they'll work 
just fine if you do it right. Problem is tantalums really take offense at 
reverse connections and explode real fast. Low ESR either way apparently.

And the July RadCom (RSGB) arrived today! This is quite a BA-friendly

Electrolytics are "polarized" because they are DC devices. They don't 
like voltages whose polarity is reversed from their design. In fact, 
they are prone to burp up their insides if voltage of reverse polarity is 
applied. A "non-polarized" electrolytic can handle voltages of either 
polarity and therefore are used often in AC circuits. 


In cases where a non-polarized cap is needed, you can make do by putting 
two polarized caps end-to-end (connecting like polarities together 
between them). Remember, though, to use cap values twice what the 
circuit requires (ie, for 4-uF use two 8-uF caps); and be sure that the 
combined voltage ratings of the two caps come to at LEAST the 
peak-to-peak voltage of the applied AC signal.

$$$ on the heavy stuff. The downside is that the hub can "re-weight" and 
"re-measure" your package. I had one box misteriously "grow" two inches 
each dimension. I complained, and they reduced the charges almost instantly.

UPS raised their rates several times recently. Their low price now competes 
with USPS Priority mail (lowest cost ground versus priority mail). Foe 
packages under 30 pounds USPS can be cheaper except UPS wins on insurance. 


For heavier packages I double box everything and take to the UPS center. 
Their center price is at the "quick" price list. At the center you can get 
assistance in making sure the box is packed correctly and they will approve 
the packing in case you run into a problem. 


I find that expensive heavy objects are best sent air cargo. They get there 
quicker and are usually cheaper than UPS air rates. The only problem is that 
must be picked up at the airport. 


One thing UPS will not tell you is about their hundred weight pricing. If 
you have several (5 or more over 20lbs) all going to the same address UPS 
offers a lower hundred weight price. In shipping my book to the Electronic 
Bookstore or in two cases to dealers, the hundred weight price saves about 
30%. Although the rate is 2 years old I shipped 24 boxes to a dealer for 
$122 whereas the rate was $6.44 per box regular UPS and $320 by truck. This 
was a $32.56 saving. My printer shipped the first set by truck thinking it 


was cheaper.

I have gotten requests from time to time on ‘alignment' 
RF sources to help keep the receivers tuned up. I have several 
signal generators I use or have used. For something with a calibrated 
output level, I prefer my General-Radio 1001. It is big and heavy! 
Second choice and a close second is the surplus URM-25D/E/F 
series. They are lighter, although the frequency calibration is not 
quite as accurate as the General-Radio instrument. 

For a very versatile unit and something that the frequency 
can be calibrated to agree VERY closely to what is marked on the 
dial, my pick is the Hickok 288X. It is also a sweep generator, has 
a crystal source of 1 Mhz and 100 khz., an audio source of 0-15 khz., 
and an AC "Output meter" calibrated in db and volts. The RF 
output voltage is NOT calibrated, but for general alignment use 
it is very good value for what they can be had for. I have seen 
them at swapfests for as cheap as $10-15 in "unknown" condition. 


(The "I never tried it", or "It worked years ago last time I plugged 
it in!" stories usually given at this price!) 

For a very simple and light instrument, the EICO 324 is my 
first choice. It's a Spartan unit, but very useful if you don't have 
access to anything else! The calibration is reasonable enough, 
and the attenuator works fairly well. I prefer it over the Heathkit 
SG-6/7/8 models. 

Anyway, just a few observations for those looking for something 
to "peak up" the boat anchor stuff you are trying to bring back from 
the dead. Whatever you get will probably be due for the same 
restoration as "BA" receivers, unless someone has already done the job. 
Expect to pay more for "working" recalibrated/checked test gear.

>market for 2 meter FM BA equipment if there is such equipment... 


Yes, there is such equipment. Like Teletype machines it is rather 
rare at hamfests, but the demand is even lower than the supply so it 
is usually cheap if you find it at all. 


The main brands to look for are Motorola and GE. There were other less common 
manufacturers: RCA, Link, Federal,... Back in the 1960's there were 

no Icoms or Kenwoods. Hams converted land mobile radios to the ham bands 
(10m, 6m, 2m and 440Mc). 


Over the past couple of years I have seen a few Motorola Twin-V's 
and a consolette base station of the same vintage at hamfests. 

You may also want to consider the hybrid radios such as the Motrac. 
At one hamfest earlier this year someone had a trailer full of these 
at $5 each with accessories. But they are mostly solid state 

except for the driver and final. 


Some problems with these radios: the crystals for one channel may cost 
you more than the radio; the filaments can be a real drain on the car 


battery if you run it mobile, don't turn it on without the engine running; 
the IF filters may be designed for 30kc or even 60kc channel spacing, 
not too good in today's crowded bands in an urban area. 


If you really want such a project, I encourage you to put one of these 
one the air. I have passed up the oppotunity to get one of these because 
there is almost no room left in the aparment for me. I even bypassed 

a receiver from the FMTR-30, my first FM mobile (loctal tubes, two case 
unit). (I really should have bought that one).

Well, if I am going to play around with this LM-4 unit, I'd better have 
a schematic at least - anyone got one? The only drawing I have is from 
an article on replacing the tubes with FET's, and it's not the best. 


I do notice one thing and that is apparently the output post is grounded 
when the xtal osc is switched on - so how does one measure the xtal osc 
freq? (maybe add a small resistor in the 6A7 cathode and measure 

across that?) 


This unit has had a trimmer added to the xtal circuit by the looks of it - 
not a bad idea since what good is a calibration osc if it is off freq! 


I'm not opposed to a few minor mods if they improve the accuracy or 
useability of the unit. 


I have a series of articles dealing with additionally available check 
points (not on the charts) as well as running the xtal and VFO at the 
same time and using the mixing products. Has anyone ever messed with 
either of these ideas? 


I downloaded the LM/BC-221 software and will also try that as soon as 
I get this thing powered up.

Hello Gary and BA list members, 


I have had a couple of BA FM rigs for the last year or so and 
am finally getting them going. The first unit is a GE Progress Line 
unit with a single 6146 final....this one is a 4 channel radio that 
had already been set up for various 2 meter frequencies when I got it. 
I swapped out one channel's xtals for ones for my local repeater. 
The first on-the-air test indicates hum in my transmitted signal so 
I am replacing one 4-section filter cap that showed up pretty badly 
on a 'scope. The second unit is a single channel Comco (I've even 
seen their ads in late '50's QST's). This unit was original so 
required more retuning. 


My advice to anyone wanting to work with similar equipment 
is this.... 


I bought my xtals from JAN. They were the only source that I 
knew about at the time. It cost about $80 for 4 xtals, two of which 
were specified for the 85 degree ovens in the GE Progress line. 

In looking back, I'd probably get the temp controlled ones from JAN 
and the plain jane ones from PR crystals. I have not asked the fine 
gentleman at PR about temp controlled xtals but he only charges 

$9 plus postage for the regular flavor so he is a good source. 


Getting the GE Progress Line unit working was easy since it 
was already tuned for 2 meters. The Comco unit was another story. 
In addition to replacing the xtals, both the transmitter and receiver 
had to be realigned to some extent. The transmitter side was fairly 
easy and required only a VTVM and a frequency counter. The receiver 
Side was another story. Proper alignment also required a signal 


generator capable of tuning the correct RF input frequency with FM 
modulation. Fortunately, I acquired a suitable HP unit at the last 
local hamfest last weekend. 


All in all, I'd say that the critical thing in regard to any 
of these units is to make sure you get a copy of the service manual 
with all diagrams and alignment instructions. 


As for test equipment....a lot of the old 2-way radio shops 
are closing down. At the Texas City hamfest, I spoke with one such 
gentleman who was selling two nice Motorola combo frequency meters 
and deviation meters for less than $100 each. Unfortunately, I had 
already purchased the signal generator..... and I did not need the 
frequency meter as much as the sig gen. Anyway, the point is, the 
test gear is out there and it is cheap. 


I have been able to run my GE unit on both transmit and 
receive using a 15 amp DC bench power supply with no problems. 
The Comco unit uses less power so also works well this way. But, 
since the Comco has a vibrator power supply, it is possible to 
wire 10 volts AC directly to the transformer (plus 6.3 VAC for 
the filaments) and eliminate the need for a DC supply. 


And, for those of you who wonder why I'm bothering with 
all this. When I was in Jr/Sr high school, I worked for my Elmer 
who ran a radio and tv repair shop and also did all the 2-way 
work for the town where I grew up. I did a lot of work for him 
on old RCA and GE stuff. I remember RCA units with a dynamotor 
in the middle of the chassis and a pair of 807's as finals. The 
transistor power supply 6146 final rigs came much later. I remember 
delivering on of the RCA rigs to a fire station. Standard practice 
was to install the repaired unit back into it's case, then place 
a test indicator....this was a #47 bulb with about 8 inches of wire 
off each terminal with alligator clips....you put the clips about 
6 inches or so apart on the antenna and tuned the rf output for 
maximum brightness. Anyway, an alarm came in while I was installing 
the unit and the pumper sat there in the driveway of the station 
until I finished tuning up the rig and stepped off....this was some 
pressure on a teenager! 


Anyway, these do make good BA rigs.

Been real busy playing with my steel drum band, so I'm just now getting 
around to reading a ton of e-mail. My apologies to those waiting for a 
response from me. Please be patient. I won't ignore you. 


There was a thread some weeks ago about Fair Radio Sales. I'd like to 
throw in my $0.02 worth. In the past, I've only bought parts from them 
and have been satisfied with the goodies they sent. 


Although some of the higher-priced items in their catalogs were 
tempting, I've always been a put-off by the description: USED REPARABLE. 
What exactly does this mean? 


There was an item in the last catalog I just couldn't resist....an H-P 
8553B Spectrum Analyzer plug-in. The price was about a fifth of Tucker's 
and about a third of everyone else's. An 8553B would complete the 
collection of plug-ins for my 141T spectrum analyzer mainframe. Ooooh! 
Ooooh! DC to light coverage! Yes! 


It was time to take the plunge. The shipment arrived a week later 
showing the usual tell-tales signs of having been subjected to the "UPS 
Driver Drop Kick" test. The instrument was cushioned with about 3" of 
tightly packed newspaper on all sides. This was sufficient to do the 
job. There was no damage. 


Although the instrument was dirty and gummy externally, the insides were 
clean. A little dishwashing detergent and water removed the dirt. Both 
aluminum covers were VERY gummy. A little naphtha took care of that ina 
few minutes. The appearance of the unit was good....the usual scratches 
on the front panel and a few nicks along the top edge. 


The only other physical damage was a slightly bent shaft for the "fine 
tune" control, the inner shaft of a concentric dual control. Judging by 
the way the unit was packed, I'd say the damage existed before the 
instrument was shipped. At any rate, a gentle nudge with a gas pliers 
cured that malady. 


Electrically, the plug-in was fully functional. The display was flat 
over the entire range of the instrument. (Whew!) The only electrical 
repair was the replacement of a bad resistor in the input attenuator, 
which caused one of the steps to be about 8dB, rather than 10cB. 
Finally, the slide-rule dial read about 5% low on both bands, requiring 


minor recalibration. 


Hmmm..... Now if I could just find a tracking generator for this beast.
